Thero is n prevalont impression that tho 
Turkish Indies are always jmprisoned at 
homo; but nothing is invre erroncous.— 
For, since the destruction of the janissaries 
who molested every onein public, they are 
to be seen everywhere, and upon all occa- 
sion. 

Tho only requisite for their appearance 
is, to be veiled, and to wear the Feradjo, 
or cloak, 

Thus necoutred, they watider through 
the bazanrs, 
resorf, visit thé baths, and scarcely. a day 
passess when they stay at hiome. “Nor isit 
to be supposedl tlt they are closely mut: 
fled, as they were formerly, The ancient 
ontdoor costtime was most hideous } they 
werd enveloped in an immense white sheet 
alittle piece of horse-hitir gauze being sus- 
pended overtheoyes.) Bul the yashmak, or 
veil is at’ the present day, composed of the 
lightest mull, ‘and Nias little power of con- 
cealing their charms, but, on the contrary, 
serves to heigliten their beauty by its gos- 
samer transparency, 

The arched eyebrows, through this de- 
ceptive veil, seemed more delicately cury- 
ed } the Jarge'nnd Tustvous eyes shine more 
darkly from its snowy folds; and tho del- 
idate pench-like hiie of the complection is 
rendered ten-fold more lovely.’ 

‘The texture of tlie yashmak is’ now so 
exquisitely fino, that the two square yards 
of'muslin’ which ‘compose it do not weigh 
more than a single dralm | : 

The feradjie or cloale is an ample outer 
garment, mage of fino colored bombazine 
or Thibet, lived with silk, and tho edges 
.are trimmed with embroidery, 4 

Their feot are clothed with yellow chedi# 
or moracco buskins, over which pauoud), 
or slippers, of the same color, are worn’ in 
the streets. 

So great is the force of habit and educa- 
tion, thal not even the oldest woman ever 
appears in public unveiled, although: the 
Koran pronounces furrows and winkles 
to be all-suflicient disguises for faded charm; 
yet; in Turkey, as well as all overthe world 
the maxim doubtless is popular, that beau- 
ty neyer dies. 

Evon the dames of ebony hue, dteading 
the display of darkness visible, are most 
punctillious in covering their charms, thus 
alfording more distinguished specimens of 
the wonderful effects of light and shade. 
During visits of ceremony, the feradje 
and yashmak are taken off, a long strip of 
white muslin if left hanging from the top 
of the head down the back, for the purpose 
of covering tlie free in case of sudden 
emergency, But such accidents seldom oc- 
cur, as the gentlemen of the family are in- 
forinied, as soon as they enter the vestibule 
of the harem, that there are strangers 
within. = 

Thus o¢cupied, the Osmanli ladies are 
tho most independent creatures in the 
world. 

As no one dare to look them in the face, 
from a sense of respect, it has been cus- 
tomary for them to encourage their timid 
admirers, by a few furtive glances, if not 
positive attacks ; so that, on all public oc- 
pasions an attentive observer may. detect 
them in some of their wiles of coquetry or 
unmeaning flirtation, 

Ladies of distinction are attended by 
black eunuchs, who protect them from the 
too familiar approach of any witless knight, 
who may ignorantly trespass the limits of 
Oriental decorum. ‘ 
‘These ebony gentry from the nature of 
their position, had become insolent and 
overbearing, under the plea of protecting the 
ladies, and a native avoided a collision with 
them since they wore sustained by public 
opinion. But their own extravagant con- 
duet has putan end to their pretensions and 
power, 

Kidlar Apbassy, or the head black ou- 
nuch, of the palace, was formally so, influ- 
ential a personage as to rank among the 
ministers of stato; but at the present time 
the ounuchs hayo lost all their pristine 
groatness, and nre more domestics of the 
household, 

Tho carriage generally used by the ladies 
is called an araba, which is often very richly 
ornamented and gilded, and well cushioned 
in the inside, The, top is covered with a 
crimson or green ehram or shaggy cloth, 
manufactured in Albania, and fringed with 
gold. This spacious conveyance, eapable 
of necomime ng six or eight persons, 
has no springs, and is drawn by a couple of 
oxen, whose heads are gaily tricked) out, 
and furnished with a cliarm against the 
Kvil Eve. The ends of the tails are tied to 
a cluster of red tassels, which ara fastened 
to n hoop setin the yoke, and gracefully 
arched over theit backs.

SEED CORN, 

_ It is Woll known that somo kinds of corn 

ripen one or two weeks earlier than others: 

and if this early kind bo planted the pro- 

duco of it will also ripenearly, Tvory tar- 

ter has observed somo card {n thé field of 
corn of the same kind, ripon much earlier 

than othors in the sare fold planted at the 

Samo tind; and also that sone care, well 

formed and full, will be unripo at harvest 
time. Reasoning from Analogy, it Was supe 
posed that if this ripe corn wore planted 

the produce of it would also ripen ontlior 
than the produce of ears of the samo kind 
which ripened later; andthe theory hasbeen 
confirmed by experience. The plan adopt- 
ed was, to go into the field -nd soot as the 
corn bogan to ripen and select for seed, such 
4s was first ripe. ‘The resultwas ‘auch as 
was anticipated, The crop tipened earlior 
and more uniformly than before thia method 
of selecting seed corn was adopted. If the 
corn bo all well riponed before it is harvest. 
ed, and seed corn be selected at listing, it 
will be impossible to distinguish between 
that which was first and that which way 
Inst ripe; and some of each will! probably 
he selected, and hence irregularity inthe 
ripening of the succeeding crop. The labor 
of gathering seed corn in the fields as above 
described, will be very trifling, compared 
with the benefit that results from it. Corn 
for seed should be traced and hung up, or 
keptin a dry place where there is a free cir- 
culation of air, Some farmors select seed 
corn from the bin at planting time; sand 
such have sometimes been disappointed, be- 
cause their corn did not coine up. The 
reson probably was, thé corn'was heated by 
moisture inthe cob andits vitality destroy- 


ed, 

“Much benefit may also bo dorived from 
selecting seed of other grains. If rye, oats, 
wheat, or barley, be very lightly tlirashed, 
the ripest and best grain will ‘be shelled, 
out first; by using this for seed the succeeds 
ing crop will be improved in quality, as has 
been proved by experiments. 

‘The business of selecting seed has a just 
claim upon the attention of the farmer, for 
if a few hours devoted to it will be compen- 
sated by as many bushels of grain, he willl 
be well paid for his time, and no-doubt 
ie willbe the result—American T'rave

Tite vor Guartixe.—Grafts may be 
cut at any time between the fall ofthe Jeaf 


circulation of the)sap or swelling of the bud 
inspring. Cherry trees must be grafted 
very early, or the grafts will not succeed, 
The Dest success we ever had (with several 
‘thousands) was on the first, approach of, 
warm weather, while the snow, was vet six 
inches deep under foot. As ageneral rule 
for cherries, they must be set a fortnight 
before the buds swell. _ If just at the swell- 
ing of the buds, they rath grow. _ Plums 
should be grafted after cherries, Apple and 
pear do well if set, whie the Bhd are 
Swelling, the grafts haying been kept dor- 
mant. They will grow if set even when 
the stock are in leaf, but their growth is 
not so vigerous a5 when set earlier. 


Tre Aration or tux Sor.—This is 
one of the most important pritcipals invély- 
edinhoeing. It is an undoubted fact “ that 
the roots increase their fibers every time 
the earth is stirred about them,” and, 
consequently, tlie plants themselves grow 
faster, provided, of course, fair judgement 
is exercised in directing the opperation— 
This manifest advantage can only be right- 
ly attributed to the supply of food thus 
communicated to the plants by promoting 
the adinission of atmosphric influence into 
the soil, and by the minute disintegration of 
the soils, its subdivision and repeated stir- 
ring, making anew and plentiful internal 
superfice’ in if, : ; 


Cnancoat axp Sarr ror’ Hocs—One 
of tho best articles that enn be given to 


swine when confined, is charcoal pulverized, 
and common salt. Salt and sulpher are 
also very good articles, and should be con- 
stantly supplied, We should not, however, 
be understood as urging the necessity of 
keeping these articles continually by them, 
or introducing them daily into their food. 
The first is necessary to obyiate the bad 
tendency of certain Linds of aliment, and 
should be supplied in quantities varying 
fiom one pint to two quarts, as often as 
once or twice a week. Salt should al- 
ways be introduced as a seasoning in food. 
Wihien it is not so used, it should be given 
twice a week, or it may be placed in a box 
in the sty to which the animals.can have 
access whenayer they wish to partake. —

Io 
would call the attention of the hon. member 
ton case which had occurred within tho 
present year, in which tho Imperial Govern- 
ment, at all events, did not participate in this 
spirious respect for the independence of the 
Bench. In 1841, when Lord Sydenham car 
ried the union, and was abont to introduce 
tho principles of Responsible Govornment, 
he abolished sovoral offices which wero held 
under the great seal of England, One of the 
officers Who was removed recolyed compen- 
sation at the hands of the government, but 
that compensation he deemed insuflicient.— 
The qnestion was brought before the Oana- 
dian Parliament, and it was discussed again 
and again. That was one of tho few occa- 
sions in which ho (the Attorney General) 
was opposod to Chief Justico Draper. For | 
the adjustinent of the matter, the Imperial 
Governinent took a judge from the Bench 
and sent him to Canada in order to inyesti- 
gate the mattor, and the award waa at this 
yory moment on the Council tablo of this 
Provinee. The hon. member for Toronto 
said A judge shonld be independent, and the 

nestion had heen discussed whether a puisna 
Judge should be promoted, Well, the fact was 
however innch dissatisfaction it might give 
rise to, the practice of promoting judges pro- 
vailed in England at this very moment.— 
There was no objection in England to Baron 
Rolfe first heing made a judve and’ then be- 
ing raised to the Cliancellorship, or to Lord 
Eldon big promote! from the Court of Gom- 
mon Pleas to the Conrtof Chancery. ‘There 
wero instances innumerable of puisne judges 
having been raised to tho oliiof seat in the 
Court in which they liad sat, and judges hay- 
ing beon reised to the peerage. Tt was a 
poor compliment ton jndge of Onnada to say 
that lie could be corrupted by engagingin o 
service for which he was erating fitted, 
what had ho to gain by tho service? Ho 
had nothing to liope for from the Govern- 
ment of Canada, they had nothing to give 
him—they could not promote him. (HHear.) 
But it was charged that the Government de- 
sired to make political capital out of him.— 
Now, how thie capital was to be made he 
could not see. Mad the Government asked 
the hon. member for Toronto to take the a = 
pointment, the papers of the Country would 
have rung with the cry, that they had at- 
tempted to buy off.a political opponent and

ly incroased. ‘The farmer often objects to 
this waste of water, and would retain it for 
adry time, The trenched and porous soil 
vi sponge, notwithstanding 
thedrainage, It retains or can command 
enough for the-wants of vegetation, But, 
let us seo the operation on the undrained 
land, 

The farmer often spenks of his “cold wet 
land.” No variety of eoil in any locality, 
is of itself colder than another. ‘The ver 
water which trenching, draining, &c., al- 
lows to pass off after imparting its virtues 
to the soil, if retained on.or near the sur- 
face by hard, iinpervious subsoil, becomes: 
itself, by its change, the source of the cold- 
ness complained of. Instead of its running 
off it evaporates, and by this practice ab- 
Stracts @ great quantity of heat from the 
soil and surrounding atmosphere. The 
evaporation of a pound of water requires 
about 1,000 degrees of le:t, Stating it at 
less and others more; or it reduces one 
hundred pounds of air forty-five degrees, 
This is reversing the experiment of Profes- 
sor Johnson, in Espy’s “ Book of Storms,” 
where he says, “a pound of yapor;” con- 
densed to water, “would heat 100 pounds 
of air about forty-five degrees.” The 
ground, to a considerable depth, is warmer 
by many degrees, whore the rain is drained 
off, instead of being allowed to accumulate 
and evaporate. Hanes this enormous loss 
of invaluable stimulus to vegetation. 

‘The chilling and deadly process of evap- 
oration is going on to excess from the time 
frost comes out of the ground in the spring 
till freezing again occurs, At this period, 
the undrained land having the most water 
to freeze, because the warmest, say in De- 
cember, when no-value to vegetation, but 
rather an injury. For one, forsooth, the un- 
drained Jand is warmer than the drained ! 
But for this excess of heat in winter, this 
kind of land must pay dearly in early spring. 
Tfow is all this! inquires the farmer. Sim- 
ply because water, in congealing to either 
Ice or snow, has its capacity lessened about 
one-ninth, and this excess is given off to 
surrounding bodies; or, in other words, its 
latent heat is set free. On the other hand, 
ice or frost, as it is called in the ground, in 
meeting, demands back this same heat, at 
the rate of from one-eighth to one-ninth of 
1,000, degrees for every pound melted; and 
under the surface it docs not obtain all this 
directly from the sun, but through the soil ; 
therefore, the more water the colder and 
longer cold will be the land in the 5} rings

NOVEL READING, 7 In thendjourned debato on the 28rd, Lord 
Jolin Russell defended the principle of the 
budget as propounded by Sir G. O. Lewis, 
and said he was of the opinion that the Goy- 
ernment had dealt with the various public 
outories with perfect success. He however, 
regretted that the insurance and Reuse duties 
were not altered or abolished, as he consider- 
ed the former oppressive and injurions to 
the spread of knowledge, He would recom- 
mend the Chancellor of the Excheqner to 
modify his views on tea duties and impose 
a duty of 1s 4d, por Jb. for the next three 
years. The hon, member for London com- 
pared the speech of Mr. Gladstone on 
Friday to the terrorof a mother dreaming 
that a favorite child had fallen over a preci- 
pice. A number of gentlemen followed on 
either side, including Mr, Whitéside and Mr. 
Milner Gibson, who spoke strongly against 
the budget. Ultimately a division took place 
when there were 280 for going into com- 
mittee, and 209 against, being a majority of 
80 in favor of the Government, so that for 
the present Mr. D'Israeli has been defeated. 
Tn the minority who yoted against the Goy- 
ernment, were Sir James Graham, Lord 
Stanley, Mr. Sidney Herbert, Sir Joseph 
Paxton, Mr, Roebuck and Mr. Cobden.— 
With reference to the majority of 80 against 
Dilsraeli’s resolutions, the London Times 
thinks the best service he and Gladstone can 
render the state is to apply their financial 
experience in the revision of every item in 
the estimates open to that process. 

An inquest with reference to the fearful 
colliery accident near Barsley in Yorkshire, 
Was commenced on the 23rd inst, but up to 
this time none of the 170 persons had been 
recovered from the pit where the explosion 
occurred. 

The London Times of the 25th inst, states 
that the manner in which the American Sen- 
ate has dealt with the Dallas-Olarendon trea- 
ty is tantamount to a rejection, The New 
York press acknowledges that the treaty isa 
good one, and that England las done her 
best to make an honorable settlement, but it 
cannot be helped.

Dreadful Accident at Hamilton | ! 


70 or 80 Persons Killed. 


Hamiurox, March 12th. 

Another of those foarful accidents 
which human forethought appears inado- 
quate to the task of preventing, took place 
this evening near this city, 
The train from Toronto which is due at 
5.45 had scarcely touched tho swing 
bridge over tho Desjardin Canal when it 
gave way, and the whole train was pre- 
cipated into the water, falling a distance of 
forty feet. The engine, tender and bag- 
gage car were all completely buried 
in the water, The forward passenger 
Car in descending was turned upside down, 
leaving a portion of jtonly above the water. 
The forward end of the last passenger 
car rested upon either the engine or bag- 
‘age car, and falling upon the wall support- 
ing the Bridge, remainedin nearly an up- 
right position, 
Immediate assistance was had from the 
different shops and persons engaged on the 
works. All that were in the last car wero 
taken out, mostly wounded, and we are sor- 
ty tosaytoo many dead. A hole was 
cutin the bottom of the car which lay 
across the canal, and the bodies taken from 
it as rapidly as possible but this could 
not be otherwise than a slow operation, 
when it is considered how cold the water 
is at this season of the year, and that the 
depth was sufficient to hide the Engine, 
Tender, and Baggage Car, from view. 
Mr. Muir, the Traffic Superintendent, was 

on board, but fortunately was in such a po- 
sition at the time, as allowed him to jum 
on terra firma, as the train took the leap 
into the frightful abyss where so many of 
his fellow passengers were hastily hurried 
into the presence of their Maker, 
Mr. aun C. Henderson, we are sorry to 
say, was among the killed.

diminished and some signs of weakness 
occur, 

The disease commonly gains strength in 
winter. Watery awellings are formed, par- 
ticularly under the chin, which are often 
absorbed and then re-appear. Soon after 
these the animal generally dies without 
showing any symptoms of violent pain— 
Ewes attacked by this disease die most 
fomaipaly about the time of dropping their 
lambs. The body on opening exhibits co- 
pious collections of water about the chest 
and entrails, the blood is extremely palo as 
woll as the flesh.

matic herbs are abundant and particularly 
among juniper bushes, and in bad weather 
carefully housed and well fed. Horse chest- 
nuts are an excellent article for fodder in 
this case; also a imixture of juniper berries, 
wormwood, sage, gentian, angelica roots, 
willow bark and other bitter hetbs with a 
little salt and grain which they eat of their 
own accord, or if not, it should be admin- 
istored in small quantities in the morning 
before they are driven to pasture, If the 
rot makes its appearance in a decided man- 
ner before the winter sets in, it is uscless 
to attempt any thing more than to fatten 
the animal as soon as may be and sell him 
to the butcher, The rot certainly is not 
infectious, and it very often occurs that on- 
ly a few sheep are attacked im large flocks; 
and generally in sech cases, if the shepherd 
is honest, the disease may be traced in ey- 
ery. case to some swamp or other wet place, 
where these particular sheep may have 
strayed, (Zo be continued.)
